A DECISION to send police officers 
armed with machine guns to patrol the 
streets of Haringey could “undo years of 
good work” between police and the com¬ 
munity, according to critics.

Police has deployed armed 
officers to patrol gun-crime 
hotspots in Haringey in a bid to 
tackle a recent increase in gang 
and drug-related gun crime. 

The radical initiative 
involves specialist firearms 
officers from Scotland Yard 
and has already been piloted in 
the Broadwater Farm Estate in 
Tottenham, according to 
Inspector Derek Carroll, who 
announced the scheme in 
Police Review magazine. 

But the plan has been 
slammed by a wide range of 
people, including John 
Noblemunn, chairman of the 
Haringey Trident Independent 
Advisory Group, who warned 
it could alienate residents and 
make them feel “under siege”. 

He said: “I think people will 
be absolutely appalled to see 
police officers with guns on the 
street. The community will be 
in fear and feel as though the 
borough is under a police state. 

“What happened to policing 
by consent and what happened 


to consulting with us? We don’t 
even know what the rationale is 
behind it.” 

Members of the Metropolitan 
Police Authority, the body 
which governs the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police’s actions, have also 
denounced the plan, saying it 
was not consulted on the con¬ 
troversial decision. 

MPA member Joanne Mc¬ 
Cartney, who is also Haringey’s 
representative on the London 
Assembly, has called for an 
immediate halt to the patrols to 
allow a proper debate to take 
place. She told the Advertiser: 
“A lot of work has been done 
in past years to rebuild the 
public’s trust and confidence in 
the police, so to do this without 
debate really beggars belief. 
Particularly in Haringey there 
is so much good work being 
done with gang members. 

“We have a very proud tradi¬ 
tion of having unarmed police 
on our streets and this seems 
to have come from nowhere. 

“Have the police assessed

what impact it will have on 
community relations? 

“Saying that certain areas are 
so dangerous they need armed 
police patrols will create a real 
stigma. I think this could undo 
the years of good work that has 
gone before.” 

There is also doubt as to 
whether London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, the chairman of the 
MPA, was aware of the armed 
police plan before it was 
announced to the media.

June and may double in size from next month in response to a reported 
soar in gun and gang-related crime across the capital. The team will con¬ 
sist of an inspector, two sergeants and 18 police constables and will carry 
out stop-and-search weapon sweeps as well as highly visible patrols 
designed to be a deterrent to gangsters. 

Insp Carroll told Police Review: “Historically, CO 19 was only called 
out when someone rang up to report a gun crime. But a lot of streets in 
London have young people in postcode gangs, aged 14 and upwards, 
and a lot of communities feel the gangs are controlling areas of estates. 
We are looking at gangs that have access to firearms and we will be 
robust in dealing with them. 

“We chat to people and they love it. Some of our guys who were 
patrolling in Stockwell ended up playing football. My view is that just 
because you carry a gun, it should not affect the way you police.” 

But his claim that officers have received a “warm and supportive wel¬ 
come” from residents in the pilot areas is at odds with the angry reac¬ 
tion in Haringey. 

Mr Noblemunn added: “We have not been consulted and are very 
unhappy and concerned about what this will do for police and commu¬ 
nity relations.” ...

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Baby P abuser threatens 
to sue over poster wording

LAWYERS for Baby Peter’s stepfa¬ 
ther have demanded animal rights 
charity PETA take down a billboard 
describing him as a murderer. 

Leslie Franks Solicitors warned 
People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals that using a poster of Steven 
Barker’s face which draws a link 
between who abuse animals and those 
who hurt children, was libellous 
because it described him as a murderer. 

The 33-year-old was jailed in May 
for “causing or allowing” the death of 
the toddler but acquitted of murder. 

A letter faxed to PETA from solici¬ 
tor Tim Bittlestone read: “I have been 
informed of your latest advertising 
campaign featuring my client. You 
should be aware that Mr Barker was 
acquitted of murder at the Central 
Criminal Court. Your campaign poster 
is therefore libellous. Please remove it 
immediately or we will be forced to 
institute proceedings against you.” 

PETA has now changed the bill¬ 
board, which stands in Broad Lane, 
Tottenham, to read: “Steven Barker: 
Animal Abuser, Baby Abuser, Rapist. 
People Who Are Violent Towards 
Animals Rarely Stop There. Report 
cruelty to animals immediately”. 

Poorva Joshipura, of PETA, said: 
“The fact remains that violence 
towards animals is evil and if not cor¬ 
rected and unchallenged it may be a 
warning that the perpetrator won’t 
stop there. 


“Abusers are generally cowards who 
seek out the most vulnerable victims, 
including children, animals and 
elderly people.” 

The billboard is just over a mile 
away from the house in Penshurst 


Road where the 17-month-old died. 

During his trial a court heard that 
Barker had enjoyed torturing guinea 
pigs as a child and skinned frogs 
before breaking their legs. 

Barker was found guilty of raping a 


two-year-old in a separate case. 

Peter Connelly suffered months of 
horrific torture and abuse before his 
death which resulted in 50 separate 
injuries, including a fractured spine.

A N EERIE silence lies over Alexandra 
Palace’s crumbling Victorian theatre, 
which is hidden behind locked doors just 
metres away from the excitable half-term buzz of 
the ice-rink. 

The once-magnificent red and pink paintwork 
is now faded, ornate plaster crumbles from every 
wall and holes up to a metre wide expose the 
wooden beams of the damp-decaying ceiling. 
Two disintegrating plaster statues stand either 
side of the stage which once held vivid shows of 
music, variety and drama but which has lain

shocked or at least depressed by the state of the 
once-beautiful, Grade II-listed building. 

Restoration work to the tune of £90,000 is 
urgently needed, a Palace Trustees report con¬ 
firmed last week - but funding has yet to be found. 

And even that sum would be only a stop-gap 
measure. About £2million extra funding is 
needed for more extensive, permanent repairs 
when the theatre’s future role in the Palace’s tur¬ 
bulent history has been decided. Some work has 
been carried out during the past 12 years, includ¬ 
ing making the roof watertight, stabilising the 
internal ceiling and mending some of the wooden 
structures under the stage. Currently, visitors can 


only see the theatre through a perspex window in 
the foyer because of the danger of pieces of 
masonry plummeting from the walls and ceiling. 
About 400 people caught a tantalising glimpse 
during a heritage open day last month. 

“Sadly, even with the interim repairs com¬ 
pleted, we’d still be unable to lift this restriction 
because of health and safety issues,” explained 
Andrew Gill, interim general manager of the 
Palace’s charitable trust, who presented the report 
to the board. 

“Haringey Council is going through its busi¬ 
ness and financial planning process and it’s 
already clear that resources are severely con¬ 
strained,” he added. “A priority now is to explore 
other potential ways of raising this money.”

It has just one 
single balcony facing the stage with an original 
second upper balcony now removed and electri¬ 
cal wires even poke through the crumbling walls. 

Because its original building has been declared 
poor in design, its most likely use is not as a 
theatre but as a unique, evocative setting for 
recitals, or the shooting of music videos or films. 
As we wandered about the dimly lit stage, clad in 
hard hats, I could imagine this as a feasible route 
to generating income from the theatre once more. 


are begging to salvage 

Nigel Willmott, chairman of the Friends of 
Alexandra Palace Theatre, said: “It’s sad but we 
realise it’s beyond the resources of the charity.” 

“This requires serious amounts of money. 
Apparently the acoustics in the auditorium are 
particularly good for music so it could be used 
for concerts. 

“It would also be good to see it used again for 
what it was very successful at - those rather spec¬ 
tacular pantomime-like performances using the 
fantastic under-stage machinery. 

“We will be working with the trust to stump up 
the funds to be able to secure the structure and 
bring the auditorium back into use at the earliest 
possible time.” 

Another report on the theatre’s future will be 
presented to the board next year.

when she missed the last Tube home 
after drinks with friends, Acar and 
Fearnehough took her to the park 
before beginning a series of brutal sex¬ 
ual assaults. At one point, the woman 
tried to escape but was caught again. 

They also robbed her of jewellery 
and a bag containing cash, bank cards 
and an iPod. Acar made an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt to use her bank cards at an 
ATM in Charing Cross after she gave a 
false PIN code. 

The woman finally escaped and told 
a park security guard. 

Acar and Fearnehough were arrested 
two hours later at 7.15am in Horse 


Guards Road, after two PCSOs recog¬ 
nised them from the victim’s descrip¬ 
tion. On Friday, Acar was jailed for 13 
years and Fearnehough for ten. 

Detective Sergeant Ivon Beer, of 
Westminster Sapphire Unit, said: “We 
are very pleased with the sentencing, 
which reflects the seriousness of 
the attack. We hope this acts as a 
deterrent to prevent such horrific 
attacks in future. 

“I would like to convey my appreci¬ 
ation for the courage and dignity dis¬ 
played by the victim throughout.” 

A third man was acquitted on all 
charges.

Urban music stars help with Just North project 


TEENAGERS from Tottenham 
and Edmonton received a mas¬ 
terclass from rising stars of the 
urban music scene as part of a 
cross-border gang project. 

MC Creed (pictured) and 
R&B star Young Nate visited 
the Angel Community Centre 
in Edmonton to meet 13-to- 16- 
year-olds from Haringey and 
Enfield who are taking part in 
the Just North programme. 

A recent spate of bloody 
cross-postcode clashes, involv¬ 
ing youngsters brandishing 
knives and even guns, prompted 
the project in the hope it will 
tempt young people away from 
violence and into after-school 
and weekend activities. There 
have been 15 serious, violent 


incidents involving gangs in the 
area since June last year. 

Pupils at Gladys Aylward 
School in Enfield and North¬ 
umberland Park School in 
Haringey are being particularly 
targeted as they lie near the bor¬ 
der but the project is open to all 
young people in both boroughs. 

Kirk Hudson, Just North co¬ 
ordinator, said the song-writing 
session at the centre in Rayn- 
ham Road had gone down a 
storm. “It was a positive day 
and they’re really looking for¬ 
ward to coming back to perform 
next month,” he explained. 

“We had about 18 kids come 
along from both schools who 
asked the artists about their 
inspiration and how they write 


lyrics. Then we played them a 
couple of beats and helped 
them write positive lyrics about 
their area and why they’ve 
decided not to get caught up in 
gang violence. 

“The artists were really 
impressed with how talented 
they were.” 

The young people heard 
Young Nate explain he had 
made an agreement with his 
mum that he would complete 
his A-levels as well as pursuing 
a music career and each signed 
a pledge agreeing to try to avoid 
postcode violence. 

Kirk added: “They were say¬ 
ing you may not be able to con¬ 
trol others’ actions but you can 
be in charge of what you do.”

MIRRORING the frankness of Lynn 
Barber’s interviews, I didn’t enjoy 
this as much as I thought I would. 

Oh, I found it diverting and enjoy¬ 
able as a period piece, there were 
some sharp one-liners and the per¬ 
formances were great, but it lacked 
real drama and I came away from it 
feeling a little hollow. 

Based on the famed journalist’s 
memoir of her first proper relation¬ 
ship, aged 16, its title plays on the 
education she received in life against 
that she was obtaining in her 
attempt to get to Oxford University. 

In suburban Twickenham circa 
1962 Jenny, like most of Britain, 
was stuck in the drab, post-war 
world of austerity; a bit bored and 
desperately craving adventure and 
change to blow away the cobwebs. 

These pull up in a flash sports car 
containing the seemingly perfect 
David, an older man, who whisks 
Jenny away from her Latin home¬ 
work and into a thrilling adult world 
of cocktails, cigarette smoke and 
trips to Paris. 

David charms everyone, even 
Jenny’s uptight father and he’s soon 
persuaded him to take his daughter 
on a romantic weekend to Oxford 


where they share a bed. 

About this point I started to turn 
against the initially charming adapta¬ 
tion. It wasn’t necessarily the stom¬ 
ach-churning baby talk of David, or 
the queasy prospect of sex with a 
minor - unsatisfactorily handled by 
screenwriter Nick Hornby - but 
because I was failing to engage 
emotionally with the characters; a 
fault of Hornby and the bland direc¬ 
tion of Lone Scherfig, and nothing to 
do with the actors who sparkle. 

Carey Mulligan as the gently cor¬ 


rupted innocent was 22 at the time 
of filming but winningly plays a 16- 
year-old, while American Sarsgaard 
finds a good balance between 
suave and louche. 

But it’s the supporting characters 
who triumph with Rosamund Pike 
as the pretty, vacant Helen sublime, 
proving she is a natural comic 
actress with her hilarious delivery of 
Hornby’s best lines, accompanied 
by a wide-eyed stare of wonder as 
if Bambi had tripped over Thumper.
